; B' a Ship arrived from Drogheda to Leverpoole we have this Ad- 


vice certainly confirm'd , T7yrconnell having according to his 
Reſolutions in Councel ſent an Army of Twenty Two Thou- 
fand Men, whereof the one half were Horſe, to Suppreſs with all 
Expedition the Proteſtants than and now in Arms 1n the North, the 
Scotch having early notice of their Reſolutions and Motions were 
refolv'd to Advance, and Divert their Enemies as far from their own 
Habitations and Country as they could, boldly drew together about 
Ninz or Ten Thouſand Men, ahd March as far as Heydelsborough 
in the County of Downe, where they firſt lighting on the Forlorn- 
Hope of the {i/b,. with abundance of Reſolution and Courage they 
Artack'd them, and though they were composd of che flower of 
Tyrconnell's Army, they with the firſt Onſet Routed and put them 
to flight, with ſuch Confuſion, that they run upon their own Foor, 
who were advancing, and very much diforder'd them, when by this 
cxme the Engliſh coming upon them occaſioned a very brisk Diſpute, 
being almoſt ewice the Number, came on ficlt with all ſeeming Retolu- 
tion, and being eacouraged by their Officers, who were continually 
buzzing their Religion,- Loyalty, and the ſmallneſs of their Enemies 
Numbers ; they ſtood the firſt Brunt pretty boldly ; but the EZrg/i/bþ who knew theirs 
Lives and Fortunes depended almoſt on their preſent performance, at leaſt being the firſt 
tryal, it ſhould ſo encourage the 7riſþh, and diſhearten the Proteſtants, that ir might 
much threaten their Total Ruin, they preſt with ſuch Vigour on them that they were 
no longer able to endure, but with all Expedition Retreating, many of them threw: 
* .down'their Arms and left the Erglifþ total Maſters of the Field. The Number of the 
Slain conſidering the inequality of rhe Forces, were vaſtly advantageous on the Frpliſh 
ſide, for of the 7riſþ were Slain Six Thouſand Three Hundred, beſides many Priſoners, 
and fome of them Officers ; of the Scotch and Exgliſh not quite Four Thouſand, and 
thoſe not near ſo well Arm'd as the 7ribh. This firſt Succeſs has very muck enliven'd 
the poor Proteſtants, and diſhearten'd the /7z/þ, who begin to apprehend what Difad- 
vantages they lie under, when ſo ſmall a Number fo iÞ Arm'd, were able to Defeat the 
molt ſele& part of their whole Army, and do very much Dread the approach of the 
Engliſh Forees, who with all Expedition, . (ſome being already on Board,) are to be ſent 
to rhe Relief of the poor Proteſtants, and Total; ( as we hope,)) Suppreſſion of thole 
Rebellious Miſcreants. - | 
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
